Nationals starting pitch- 
er Esteban Loaiza had 
a feeling before his last 
home start on April 27- 

Hetold Manager Frank Robinson he wanted to 
wear his red workout jersey during the game. 

Not wanting to mess with the psyche of one 
of his star pitchers, the easy-going Robinson 
obliged, and that afternoon Loaiza had his best 
outing of the season. In eight innings, hefaced 
justthree batters overthe minimum, allowed four 
hits and struckout 11. 

“He had afeeling about the shirts, so we went 


with it,’’ said Robinson. 

The players are notthe only ones whose 
superstitions are helping the Nationals win. The 
fans are also getting involved. Somefans won’t 
leave their seats if the Nationals are in the midst 
of a comeback. Others rely on rally caps or spe- 
cial high-fives with theirfriends. Still others, like 
Loaiza, depend on their apparel. 

Brendan Glavin has been to four games 
sofarthis season. In each ofthefour games, 
the Nationals have won, and in each ofthefour 
games, Glavin has worn his gray, short-sleeved 
Colgate T-shirt. 

“It’s notacoincidence,’’ said Glavin, whose 
wife does make him wash the shirt between 
games. “Afterthe second game, I was like, ‘I got 


my lucky shirt now.’ I’m wearing the shirt and the 
team is winning. You gotta go with what works.’’ 

Notallthefans have found thatspecial some- 
thing that works. One fan, who asked to remain 
anonymous, has been to five games so far this 
season, and the Nationals have lostthem all. 

“rvetriedeverything,’’the unidentified fan said. 
“Showering, not showering, hat backwards, hatfor- 
wards, no hat at all. Nothing seemsto work. I might 
h ave to ta ke o n e f o r t h e tea m a n d j u st stay a way .’ ’

HERE’S ONE ANNOUNCEMENT the 

Nationals don’twantto hearechoingthrough RFK 
Stadium this week: “Now pitching for the Brewers, 
No. 59: Derrick Turnbow.” 

Turnbow’s entrance would have seemed incon- 
sequential last season. But ifthere’s one team that 
has recycling players down to a sciencethese days, 
it’s the Brewers. 

The shaggy fireballer spent most of 2004 at the 
Los Angeles Angels’ Class AAA affiliate Salt 
Lake, where his stats — 2-6 with a5. 06 ERA — were 
hardly worth a promotion to the big leagues. 

Milwaukee claimed him off waivers last 
October, and pitching coach Mike Madduxtookthe 
right-hander under his wing. Seven months later, 
Turnbow’s turning his career around. 


Through May 10, the reliever had amassed a 
club-best4-1 record and notched thefirstfour of 
whatthe Brewers’ brass hope are many saves in his 
Major League career. 

“He’s got a good arm,’’ Brewers General 
Manager Doug Melvin said. “The difference is he’s 
throwing more strikes this year.’’ 

The Tennessee native may not look impos- 
ing onthe hill. But his97-mph heater, coupled with 
his new-found control, seems to have justified the 
club’s move to trade last year’s closer Dan Kolb to 
Atlanta in the offseason. 

“[Turnbow has] been given the opportunity 
and he’s stepped upand donethe job,’’ Melvin said. 
“Sometimes you have to take chances and find 
those guys.’’

SURE HE GETS FRUSTRATED, like when 
he’s sitting on a chair resting his injured knee 
instead of participating in pre-game activi- 
ties with his teammates. And most definitely 
he gets excited, like when his team is in the 
middle of a five -game winning streak and 
in first place in the division. But to watch 
Nationals first basemen Nick Johnson on 
the field or in the clubhouse, you’d never 
know he was feeling anything at all. 

“I always try to stay even keeled,” said 
Johnson, who is the nephew of impassioned 
baseball player and manager Larry Bowa. 
“Don’t get too high and don’t get too low. 
That’s the secret.” 

So far, it’s working. Johnson, who was 
acquired from the Yankees in 2003 with 
two other players for Javier Vazquez, is 
having the most productive season of his 
four year career. He started the year with a 
16 -game hitting streak, he’s hitting over .300 


and has reached base safely 
in 32 of 33 games. 

But according to coaches 
and teammates, there are 
many secrets to Johnson’s 
quick start. First and fore- 
most, said Manager Frank 
Robinson, Johnson is healthy. In his first 
opportunity as an everyday player last year, 
Johnson played in only 73 games due to sev- 
eral injuries, including a lower back strain 
and a fractured right cheekbone. 

“It was extremely frustrating,” Johnson 
said quietly and in an even monotone. 

Montreal went 33-37 (.471) with Johnson 
in the lineup — he’s also regarded as one of 
the league’s best defensive first basemen — 
and 34-54 (.370) without him. This year, 
he’s missed just one game after fouling an 
inside pitch off his knee. 

“It’s a real pleasure to see him in the 


lineup every day,” said Robinson. “So we’re 
starting to see signs of the Nick Johnson 
we thought he could be.” 

Which brings us to the next secret 
of success. According to Hitting Coach 
Tom McCraw, Johnson worked extremely 
hard in spring training to close his bat- 
ting stance, which allows him to handle 
the inside fastball. 

“We made his stance a little more con- 
ventional,” said McCraw. “He had too many 
movements in his approach to really handle 
the inside pitch. Now he’s hitting that ball 
inside with less preparation and that’s the 


key to good hitting.” 

Another secret: total com- 
mand of the strike zone. As 
of mid-May, Johnson had 21 
walks, tops on the Nationals, 
and also led the team with an 
on-base percentage of .441. 

“Since I was a kid, peo- 
ple have harped on me to be 
more aggressive, but I’ve just 
always taken a lot of pitches,” 
Johnson said. “But every time 
I walk to the plate. I’m ready 
to hit.” 

Johnson proved as much 
during his hitting streak 
to start the season. In one 
game against Philadelphia, 
I Johnson hit the ball sharply 
I in his first two at-bats. Both 
I resulted in double plays. 
I With the game and his hit- 
< ting streak on the line in the 
§ bottom of the ninth, Johnson 
faced hard-throwing closer 
Billy Wagner. After fouling off several pitch- 
es, Johnson turned on an inside fastball and 
drove a single to right centerReld to keep the 
Nationals’ hopes alive. 

“Nick’s an extraordinary player,” said 
Wagner. “He’s a great talent at first base. A 
great left-handed hitter. He can take the ball 
anyway. He can pull you. He can hit a home 
run. He can bunt. There are a lot of things he 
can do, and that’s why he’s one of the tough- 
est guys you have to face. He’s probably going 
to be one of the best in the game before his 
career is over with.”

THE MOST NOTABLE personality on the 
Milwaukee Brewers may not be a player, 
but a golden-mustached mascot named 
Bernie who earned his fame by sliding 
into a giant mug of beer. 

Running a close second is the 
girl inside the sausage mascot 
who former Pittsburgh first base- 
man Randall Simon clocked in 
the head with a bat in 2004. 

The average fan doesn’t know 
alot about Lyle Overbay or Carlos 
Lee. Chances are they haven’t seen 
much of former Indians power pros- 
pect Russell Branyan or ex-Diamondbacks 
second baseman Junior Spivey, either. 

Even the franchise’s offensive cornerstone 
— former All-Star right Beider Geoff Jenkins

— is a bit of a mystery outside Wisconsin. 

That may not be the case by year’s end. 

The Brewers have assembled a crew of 

players deemed expendable by other orga- 
nizations and molded them into a formi- 
dable batting order that’s making pitchers 
take notice. “It’s a good blend of players,” 
General Manager Doug Melvin said. 

Piece -by-piece, the Brewers’ front office 
has assembled a squad that’s already had a 
seven-game winning streak this season and 
stood in second place in the NL Central head- 
ing into last weekend’s series at Pittsburgh. 

It all started when they got rid of their 
best player. 

Milwaukee sent Richie Sexson and two 
other players to Arizona in 2003, and got six 
players in return. Three of those — Overbay, 
Spivey and starting pitcher Chris Capuano 

— took on major roles right away. 


While the Diamondbacks lost Sexson to 
a dislocated shoulder 23 games into 2004, 
Overbay excelled for Milwaukee, hitting a 
club -record 53 doubles while batting .301 
with 16 homers and 87 RBI. 

Lacking a power hitter to protect Jenkins, 
Melvin went shopping again this offseason, 
acquiring Lee from the Chicago White Sox. 
The Panama native — who has hit 31 hom- 
ers in back-to-back seasons — got hot the 
first week of May, winning NL Player of the 
Week honors while going 11 for 26 with two 
home runs and nine RBI. 

The Brewers have added a crew of supple- 
mental players as well, including strikeout 
artist Branyan and the sure -handed Spivey. 
“We’re an organization that’s making strides,” 
Melvin said. “We’re not a team that’s favored 
to win at the start of the year, but we’re build- 
ing and growing together.” ericbrandner

Let’s Make 
A New Deal 

Did you know Nick John- 
son looks like a bearded 
Babe Ruth? Me either. 


Six weeks into the season, it’s still 
hard to put a face to most of the 
Washington Nationals because the 
team is almost never on TV. 

At this rate, we might as well 
be back in 1924, learning every- 
thing from box scores in the daily 
paper. Maybe the Nats might win 
a championship, too. 

Simply put, this so-called tele- 
vision deal struck between Major 
League Baseball and Orioles owner 
Peter Angelos stinks. Not because 
Washington gets only 10 percent 
of profits from the Mid-Atlantic 
Sport Network, but because the 
team isn’t actually on TV. It’s a 
small detail, I know. 

And don’t say anything about 
the deal with DirecTV, either. 
Some people have the small dish, 
but most don’t, leaving fans in the 
dark hoping their radio reception 
holds up. 

Not only is this situation bad for 
the fans, it’s also awful for a fran- 
chise hoping to build a fan base 
in a city that hasn’t had a team to 
cheer for in 34 years. 

There’s a train of thought 
that the lack of televised games 
should help attendance for games 
at RFK. What better way to make 
sure to see the Nats than be there 
in person? 

For the die-hards, that theory 
probably makes a lot of sense. 

But doesn’t it seem hard to 
get swept up in Washington’s 
remarkably strong start to the 
season when there are no images 
to go with the wins? 

Traditionally, part of the ball- 


park experience has been catch- 
ing up with your favorite play- 
ers as if they’re old friends. But 
when the team is still new and 
fans have a better chance of see- 
ing the Yankees on ESPN than the 
Nats on Channel 20, those friends 
are still mere acquaintances. 

Look around you this week with 
the anonymous Brewers in town. 
Milwaukee, unlike star- driven 
teams such as the Mets, Marlins 
and Braves, have no draw, leav- 
ing only Nationals fans to fill the 
seats. 

That’s what makes this series 
an interesting barometer of how 
baseball is doing in the nation’s 
capital. 

So far, the team’s averaging a 
little over 30,000 in attendance 
per night, which isn’t bad. But it’s 
not great, either, especially for a 
squad doing well in a city making 
up for lost time. 

If RFK is more than half- empty 
for this four-game set in what is 
only Washington’s fourth home 
stand in 34 years, that’s a signal 
the team and city need to get to 
know each other better. 

Almost as a bonus, the Nats 
have been fun to watch on those 
rare occasions fans without 
DirecTV get the games. A few more 
on TV and who knows, we might 
see 35,000 a night just because 
the team is so likeable. 

As for this year, there’s always 
the power of imagination. 

Isn’t that Johnson hitting 
his 60th homer as we speak?
